A BIG ENTERPRISE. 


A $50,000 Ice Factory to be Bullt 
at Once. 


The ice combination which during 
the past summer has kept prices so 
ruinously high, will soon be a thing 
of the past. The decided stand taken 
by tke press, together with the effec- 
tive cartoons published some weeks 
ago, set capitalists to investigating the 
subject, and it was found that ice 
could be manufactured and sold at 50 
cents per 100 pounds, at a good living 
profit. Among others who became in- 
terested was J. H. Bryson, and the re- 
sults of his investigations were so satis- 
factory that he has decided to invest 
$50,000 in an ice plant, which will be 
one of the best on the coast Mr. Bry- 
son has secured the building just this 
side of the Aliso street bridge, 50x150 
feet, and has contracted for his plant, 
having made the first payment of 
$3500 Monday. Mr. Bryson has se- 
cured the services of W. Weston, for- 
mer superintendent of the Macon (Ga.) 
ice factory, and a practical man, us su- 
perintendent, and will push the work 
as rapidly as possible. The machinery 
is to be delivered in sixty days, and it 
will require 45 days to get it up, when 
the work of making ice will be at once 
commenced. It will take eight cars to 
transport the machinery.

THE STORY OF JOHNSTOWN. 


Itis nearly fifteen months since the 
whole world was shocked by the news 
ofthe great flood at Johnstown, in 
Pennsylvania—one of the most disas- 
trous catastrophes which has befallen 
a civilized people during the present 
century. The official report of the 
Secretary of the Relief Commission, 
just issued, brings this disaster vividly 
to mind.

A Plea for the Bes. 

During the past week the Pasadena 
Star has published several items in re- 
gard to tuedamage that bees do to 

,the fruit and that the bees should be 
removed from the valley tothe moun- 
tains. Nothing has been said how- 
ever as to the virtuesof the oppressed 
little honey bees, and as every ques- 
tion has two sides, we will endeavor 
to show that the bee has come to 
ota and that his rights must be pro- 


ted. 

In the first place bees are invaluable 
to fruit growers, as they distribute 
pollen from one flower to another, 
thereby giving the fruita better flavor. 

Of late several large orange growers 
have . decided to put bees in their 
groves on account of the benefit de- 
rived from having the polien distribut- 
ed from one tree to another. 

there ever been a person who 
2 positively knows that a bee ever broke 

skin of any kind of fruit? No. 

Before a bee will work on fruit, the 
skin must first be broken, and as a rule 
it is done by either birds, flies or ants. 
Then again in regard to damaging 
fruit that is being dried. Yes, we ac- 
knowledge that, but you say how can 
the difficulty be overcome unless there 
is alaw compelling all bees to be re- 
moved to the mountams. 

Some say poison‘them, and there have 
been several men here who have put 
out syrup or honey with Roughon Rats 
mixed in it. Thisisa mean thing to 
do. The bee partakes of the poison, 

goes to the hive, and before he expires 

deposits his little stock of poisonous 
honey in the comb. The honey is sold 
and the person who eats the honey is 
liable to suffer. 

To kill bees in any form is folly. If 
the hives were removed from town, 
there would still be any amount of 
bees in trees, houses, and caves in the 
Arroyo. 80 you see how nearly impos- 
sible it is to do away with the se-calied

eeping bees, and it is as much an in- 

_ dustry as truit drying and probably 

pays better. 

Why do people put fences around their 
lots and gardens? They are put there
